AN INTERESTING NARRATIVE. 
Lucien Hubberd was a druggist at St. 
Francis,Ark., but fora long time we thought 
he lived at Maiden, Mo., twelve miles from 
St. Francis, because he received all bis mai! 


at Maiden. He wrote many letters to 
the Chief of the Secret Service 
telling dim of a counterfelting gang 
near Malden. He promised to give 
material assistance to an agent of the de- 

artment who would De sent there. I saw 

ubbard at Maiden last Sunday weekand he 
declared he had no information to give. He 
suspected certain people, but he said. 
it was the seustom of the sountry

Lynch got the warrant from Dis- 
trict Attorney Clopton and arrived at Cairo 
on time, but lwanteda transfer warrast, 
which would justify the immediate arrest of 
Hubbard and his removal to  Iilinois. 
issued was for his pros- 
ecution in Missour!, where he had 
committed no offense. Before Lynch arrived 
I wired Hubbard to meet me at Maiden, as I 
had important structionsto give him. I did 
this that Lynch would not haveto enter Ar- 
kansas toservethe warrant.

World’s Missionarics Disturbed the 
Peacs of a Sunday Saloon. 


OZ OF THEM BITTERLY ATTAOKS 
JUDGE MORRIS OF THE BENCH. 


An Impassioned Charge That a Differense 
in Religion Aflected the Proceedings— 
Judge Morris’ Calim Reply—The Lady 
Missiomaries Discharged—Rev. mn 
Fined. 


The First District Police Court was the 
scene to-day of one of the largest religious 
gatherings that has ever graced a court- 
room. Nearly every branch of Christian and 
Willing Workers was represented in the 
assemdlage, and their presence there was to 
see a case decided whick was of utmost im.- 
portance to them and their bands. 

The defendants in the case were the 
Misses Ida Sippreil and Uarrie Sherwood, 
and Rev. F. T. smith. They are members of 
the World’s Missionary Association,who were 


arrested on Sept. 16 last dy Seat. Colestock 
and two officers, charged with loiteriag and 
refusing to vacate the public thoroughfare 
on King’s highway near Manchester road. 

It was ou a Sunday the arrest was made, 
and the two ladies and Rev. Smith 
were just beginning an open air 
religious meeting. The neighbors had 
complained of the meetings and the police 
claimed they could scarcely drive their 
horse through the throng that bad assembled 
on the occasion ofthe arrest. The action of 
the police aroused the dignity of all the re- 
ligious orders and their leaders and it was 
determined to fight the case. 

There was coasiderabie ill feeling mani- 
fested by the workers toward the court, and 
before the case had really opened it devel- 
oped into a sort of public hearing such as the 
Board of Public Improvements hold prepar- 
atory to opening an alley or street. 

One of the tilts between Eugene Hans- 
mann, Organizer of the Christian Wor«ers, 
and Judge Morris, onthe right of the Work- 
ers to use the thoroughfare when holding 
the Mayor’s permit, was particularly excit- 
ing. 
Mr. Hansmann started to make an address 
to the court and was called dows to the facts 
in the case by his honor. Judge Morris told 
him that he bad no issue with him,and ur. 
Hausmann said he had. 

** The issue,’’ he continued, ian this case is 
that you area Catholicand lam a Protestant 
and so are thes@people before you and their 
friends. You have shown that this is the 
issue.’’ 

Judge Morris’ face contracted considerably 
and many thought there would bea fine for 
contempt levied upon Mr. Hansmann, but 
after a moment or two Judge Morris replied 
that no matter whether he was a Protestant 
or Catholic, in Big opinion, they could not 
obstruct a thoroughfare, and, furthermore, 
he said he did not try the case asa Catholic. 

A, far as the Mayor’s permits are con- 
cerned,’’ he concluded, the city’s chief ex- 
ecutive could not issue a permit or give any- 
body a license to violate the ordinance or the 
laws; and those who violated the laws under 
the circumstances are responsible for the 
acts, the permit to the contrary notwith- 
staeding.’’ 

The police omeers testified that Obarles 
Koerner, proprietor of Koerner’s Garden, 
had comipiained to them of the alleged nul 
sance, and that when they came on the 
scene they could scarcely drive their horses 
through the crowd that gathered around the 
defendants la the street.

and order can do is to suppress open im- 
morality and protect the people and their 
homes from flaunting vice. There can be 
no regeneration of society or elimination 
of vice by law. That task is moral, not 
legal, and its sole methods are moral sua- 
sion and the helping and protecting hand. 

The good women who have taken up the 
rights end of the struggle against vice need 
means to carry on their work. There is 
no kind of reform effortin which the ob- 
jects of care are more dependent upon 
others for help. Mrs. Otto stated the 
problem when she said, ‘‘All doors are 
closed against them and there is abso- 
lutely nothing for them to do ar any hope 
of employment. The chasm between 
vice and a new life must be bridged by 
well-directed charity. 

There is not a public ingtitution in the 
city which offers a refuge to such unfortu- 
nates. The Female Hospital was intended 
for this purpose, but has been diverted 
from its purpose, Itis a shame that the 
work isso neglected. The appeal of the 
rescue workers for aid should receive 
prompt and liberal response. Steps 
should be taken to provide all the accom- 
modation that may be needed for this 
work. 


SENATOR HILL'S PICTURE. 
Senator Hill's accustomed shrewdness 
failed him when he let Nellie Bly invade his 
home and tell all she could find out there 
about him. If he had known women—a 
most important phase of knowledge to the 
statesman—as well as he knows men he 
would have known that her keen instinct 
for finding out things would lead her to 
the very sanctuary of his being to discover 
him exactly as he is.

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PLEASANT RECOGNITION. 

Our merchants know that St. Louis has 
led in the business revival and that the 
enormous trade which has come to this 
city this fall represents heavy returns of 
trade rightfully belonging to St. Louis, but 
which had been diverted by other cities. 
It is pleasant, however, to have the 
superior advantages dT the city and the re- 
sults of home enterprise publicly acknowl- 
edged in a city which presumed at one 
time to set itself up asa rival. The follow- 
ing extract from an editorial in the Kansas 
City Times is pleasant reading for St, 
Louisans: 

The st. Louis newspapers are justly proud 
of the progress that city has made during 
recent years in manufacturing and whole- 
saling various staples, more particularly 
boots and shoes. In comparison with the 
trade in Chicago, that of the Missouri me- 
tropolis has shown gratifying gains, 
which is accounted for in the in- 
crease of population and the com- 
mercial and industrial development 
of the South. There ie a vast area not only 
withia the Mississippi Valley, but beyond its 
limits to the south and west of St. Louis, to 
which ta city is more accessible than any 
ofthe other supplying cities on the conti- 
nent, with the exception of Kansas City, and 
asthe demand increased the enterprising 
people not only met, Dut anticipated it by 
providing the necessary facilities for sup- 
plies. 

The pith of the article from which this ex- 


cerptis taken is urgent advice to the Kan- 
sas City merchants to study the ways of St. 
Louis and go and do likewise. The advice 
may wisely be taken to heart by Chicago 
and other competitors of the Mound City. 
The methods of St. Louis are marked by 
prudence as well as enterprise. They are 
as good for weathering financial storms as 
for reaping the fruits of the subsequent 
revival. They do not lead to boom infla- 
tion and collapse, but to solid, constant 
progress.

The great, all-powerfal Tong Society, 


whose members are commonly known as 


highbDinders, has Gecreed that the law of the 


State of Missouri shall not be enforced in the 


Case of the attempted murder of Lee Jong by 
Fung Lou. Yesterday an agreement written 
in thestrange hierogiyphics of the incom- 
prehensibie language was drawnup at the 
City Hospital. The compact specifies that 

Lou shall pay a stipulated sum to Lee 

for a number of years, and that Lee 
Jong shall exorcise and permanently remove 
the devil which he put in Fung Lou. 

The crime Which Fung Low committed tsa 
felony by the code of this State, but the Tong 
Society would rather settle the matter itself, 
and it seems that the police are perfectly 
willing for the society to do so, The agree- 
ment made between the two Chinamen re- 
suited in revealing some interesting facts 
concerning the organization of Chinamen in 
St. Louis.

LEE Jonas PULL. 

The members of this branch of the society 
always prefer to revenge any wrong them- 
selves and they acquired their significant 
name by the free use of the hatehet before 
more modern weapons came intodse. The 
**hatchet doys are exiled criminals and 
gambiers who came to America,not to amass 
a fortune, but to get away from China and 
thus avoid punishment for crimes. (Lee 
Jong, the wounded Chinaman, is said to be 
an agent of the Six Companies, which isa 
wealthy corporation organized to import 
Chinames into this country. An accident, 
which happened since he has been eonfined 
atthe hospital, seems to indicate that he 
feels confident that he can enforce any 


agreement made between himeelf and his 


assaliant and that without resorting to the 
law. When he thought he was going to dle 
he told Dr. Marks that if he did die Fung Lou 
would die too, and that before the law could 
hang him.

James R Caven Assassinated at Cleve- 
land Last Night. 


FOUND STONE DEAD WELTBRIKG IN HIS

Indianapolis. 


SENSATION SPRUNG IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE TARIFF. 


A Phase of the Sugar Schedule’s Results 
Which Was a Startiinge furprise to 
His Auditorse—How the Hawaiian 
Islands Get $6,000,000 a Year 
Bounty. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 25.—The formal- 
ities of opening the Republican campaign in 
Indiana were gone through with here to- 
day.
